Feb. 16. The action of Mr. Cleveland 
is taken as an indication that he is opposed 
to the policy of making thé new republic a 
port of the United States. Itis regarded as 
an effective proclamation to the country that 
the reign of jingoism at Washington has 
ended. 

It is predicted to-day that the next step in 
the Hawalian matters will be the sending of 
a new Minister tothe capital ef the Islands 
and the creation of a commission to investi- : 
gate the part played by United States Repre- 
sentatives in the recent revolution there. 

The Hawalian treaty provided for the ces- 
sion of all rights of sovereignty over the 
islands, all public buildings and property to 
the United States. Revenue from public 
lands, except such as are reserved for Gov- 
ernment purposes to be used solely for the 
benefit of the people of the islands. Until Con- 
gress provided otherwise the existing gov- 
ernment and laws of the Hawalian Islands 
were to be continued, subject to the para- 
mount authority of the United States. A 
resident commissioner was to be appointed 
who should have power to veto any act of 
said Government. Until Congress enacted 
the necessary legislation exisiting com- 
mercial relations of the Hawalian 


Islands, both with the United States and 
foreign governments, were to continue. 
Further immigration of Chinese into the 
islands was to be prohibited and Chinese 
now in the islands should not be 
permitted to come into the present ter- 
ritory of the United States. The public debt 
ofthe islands was assumed by the United 
States to the extent of $4,250,000. The United 
States agrees to pay Queen Lilloukalant $20,- 
000 a. year during life, and to Princess Kaiou- 
lani $150,000. Provision was made for the 
exchange of ratifications of the treaty at 
Honolulu as soon as possible, on the part of

WRITERS’ CRAMP, 


What It Is and the Remedies Which Are 
Reccmmended for Sufferers. 


From the Ladies’ Home Journal. 

Under this title we understand an affec- 
tion which is quite. common among those 
persons who, by the nature of their occupa.- 
tions, are compelled to write for many con- 


secutive hours. It consists of a spasmodic 
contraction of the muscles of the thumb and 
fingers, rendering them {stiff and useless and 
causing in some cases considerable pain. 
It comes on gradually, rarely affecting those 
in robust health, but usualiy attacking ner- 
vous and excitable persons. 

As soon as the person affected stops writ- 
ing the cramp ceases, but returns as soon as 
he again attempts it, whereas any other use 
of the hand fails to briny it back. People 
suffering from this trouble try to effect 
a cure by moving the wrist and forearm in 
writing when it extends to these muscles. 
The left hand is often brought into use, but 
after a short time becomes similarly af- 
fected. Strenuous efforts are often made 
when the cramp sets in to overcome it by 
muscular effort, and sometimes the person is 
able to write fora few moments, but the re- 
sult Wa miserable specimen of penmanship, 
and is often tllegible. In a short time, how- 
ever, even the power to hold the pen becomes 
im possible, 

The disease is unknown in childhood. sel- 
dom coming on before the 25th year, affect- 
ing men more frequently than women. Writ- 
ing with pencils or the stylographie pen is 
not so Hable to produce writers’ cramp as is 
the sharp- pointed steel pen,the reason being 
that there is less resistance.

CENSORS’ . DECREE. 


HOUNG TCHUN ACCUSED OF TREASON TO THE 
EMPEROR. 


PEKIN, China, March 9.—The Board of Cen- 
sors, through the Superior Censors, Houa- 
Tah-Pou and Soun-Chia-Nal, have pre- 
sented to the Emperor charges of a most 
serious character against Houng-Tchun, who 
was formerly Minister to Russia and 
Germany a who is now a member of tne 
Tsoungli-Yamon or Council of Foreign 
Affairs. Houng-Tchun is accused by the cen- 
gors of treason and corruption, of having 
renounced the rights of the Chinese 
Emperor to portions of the Pamir 
region and transferred the same to Russia, 
to the great injury and loss oft China. The 
censors demand that the punishment of 
death be inflicted upon Houng-Tchun. 

The charges have caused much excitement 
in the Chinese court, Houng-Tchap being a 
man of great influence and bein under the

Railway, In the summer of 1883 I was urged by the 
then mahagement of the said railroad to build a 
cotton Gomprees at Waco to meet the competition of 
a compress established at that point on me line of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Jexas Railway. being re- 
peatediy assured that I should have e influence 
and support of the road, sofar as itcould be ex- 
tended through the cotton it controlled at that point. 
I built the compressa, and in the following year, also 
at the urgent solicitation of the then management, I 
built another compress at Ennis, also on the line of 
the Houston & Texas Central Railway. 

At the eommencement of the cotton season of 
1885-86, the management having undergone «4 
change, I wasapproached by Mr. aniel Ripley, 
General Freight Agent, with a demand that 1 should 

ay him au individual bonus of Ii cents on eacn 

le of cotton given my presses by the H. & T. C. Ry. 
during the season for compression, I declined to 
accede to his demand, when finally he offered to in- 
crease the price for compressing from 10 cents per 
100 pounds or 50 per bale to 12 cents per 100 pounds 
or 60 cents per bale. Recognizing that it was in his 
power to ruin my business and render my property 
valueless, I reluctantly consented to pay his tribute, 
and as a result I paid him the sum of $7,474.62, it 
being 12½ cents per bale on 59,799 bales of cotton 
compressed at Waco and Ennis for the H. 4 T. C. 
Ry. Co. for the season of 1885-886. 

At the commencement of the season of 1886-87 
Mr. Chas. Dillingham, Receiver, in a personal in- 
tertiew, demanded that I should pay him for his 
ewn use a bonus of 10e per bale on all cotton con- 
trolled by his road and pressed by my two presses. 
I declined to do so, assuring him the business would 
not stand such a levv, and expostulated with him; 
but knowing his power to crush me through his 
position as receiver of the road, I yielded to his de- 
mand to pay 10c perbale. Doing se, however, com- 
pelled me to cease the tribute to Ri ley, and I 
soadvised him. In angry tones he (Ripley) ac- 
cused me of going back on him’’ for Dilline- 
ham, and declared repeatedly that he would make 
it hot’’ forme. Undeterred by his threats, I firmly 
declined to pay further tribute to him. He re- 
marked: I have got to have some money and I 
will tell you whatI wilido. I will make the price of 
compressing, 13 cents per 100 pounds or 65 cents 
per bale, and you pay me 5 cents per bale.’’ Situ- 
ated where resistance was futile, I no longer re- 
sisted, but let him manage to suit himself. For that 
season (1886-87) I paid to Mr. Chas. Dillingham and 
Mr. Daniel Ripley, Keceiver and General Freight 
Agent respectively f your great thoroughfare, the 
sum of $11. 25. being 15 cents per bale on 76,67 
bales of cotton compressed at Ennis and Waco for 
the H. & T. C. Railway Co. 

During the following season, 1887-88, I paid to 
Mr. Charles Dillingham and Mr. Daniel Ripley the 
further sum of $9,939.20 it being 150 per bale on 
66,262 bales of cotton compressed at Ennis and 
Waco for the Houston & Texas Central Railway 
Company by my two compresses, 

The following season, to save my property from 
Virtual confiscation, Isold to Mr. Charles Dilling- 
ham and Mr. Daniel Rip'ey one-half interest in my 
two compresses ata price fixed by themselves, re- 
ceiving $25,000 for property at a fair valuation 
worth $50.000. For some reason, unquestionably 
satisfactory to Mr. Kipiey, he diverted all the 
transit cotten of the season of 1890-91 to the Na- 
tional or McFadden compress, located at Waco, so 
that, instead of receivinga fair dividead upon my 
investment, the Waco press was run ata heavy loss. 
Mr. Ripley and Mr. Dillingham, for reasons after- 
ward plainly apparent, were so determined that the 
property should prove unprofitable tlhrat Mr. Burdon 
and Mr. Thompson, cotton buyers at Dublin, were 
beremptoriiy refused the privilege of having their 
cotton compressed at my press after repeated re- 
quests, and forced to give their cotton to the Na- 
tional or McFadden press. In fact over 7,000 bales 
of cotton were hauled by Mr. Ripley’s erders from 
Marlin and other points south of Waco, compressed 
atthe National press and thence retransported south 
to Heuston or Galveston, entailing an extra haul ex- 
pense, and for which it received no additional com- 
pensation whatever. Recognizing my inability to 
cope with such opposition, and making a vittue of 
necessity, I giadly disposed of my remaining inter- 
est in the compresses two or three months ago to a 
gentleman representing Messrs. Dillingham and 
Ripley. whoare now the possessors of $110,000 of 
the $150,000 of the stock for which the Waco-Ennis 
Compress Co. was stocked, at a cost to them of 37% 
cents on the dollar.

Iwo Stcrics of Crime EFrought From the 
South Seas. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 9.—Two bloody 
stories of mutiny and murder in the South 
Seas were brought here yesterday by the 
steamer Australia. One mutiny occurred on 
the whaling bark William Boylies, which re- 
sulted in the dangerous wounding of the 
fourth mate, Joe Baptiste, by a sailor 
named Carl Hendryk. Six of the 
crew came up on the steamer, while thirteen 
are in irons at Honolulu. The other occurred 
on the American bark Hesper, which result- 
ed in the death of the second mate, M. Fitz- 
gerald. Thomas Leclair, the murderer, and 
Herman Sparf and Hans Hansens, his ac- 
complices inthe crime, were brought here 
in irons.

NEW YORK, March 9 —The Naronic has been 
out twenty-six days and has not been spoken 
once nor seen since she left the Mersey early 
on the morning of Feb. 11 for tais port. Her

‘HIS SUCCESS MAY INVOLVE ALL CEN- 
TRAL AMERICA IN’ WAR. 


Revolts and Revolutions Take the Place 
of Ordinary Political Campaigns in 
That Country—The Views of a Nica- 
ragvan on the Troubles of th® Little 
Republics. , 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The announcemenr 
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that Bonilla has captured the capital of Hon- |

taal American Republics here, although it 
has not been officially confirmed. Bonilla 


was one of the leaders of the revolt in South- ; Cincinnati... 
ern Honduras, which ended disastrously to Chattanooga. 


He escaped into 
Nicaraugua, and it is reported that he has 
been assisted bythe President of that Re- 
public to set the present revolution on foot. | 


Bonilla’s military leader is Gen. Sierra, who f 


has been engaged in every battle of import- 
ance that has been fought on Honduras soil 
in the last twenty years. He is a fighter, and 
the two men make a strong combination 
ogainst President Leiva. 

Leiva succeeded Bogranin the Presidency 
of the Republic, and has not long occupied 
the post. Since his accession to power there 
have been three revoits against his rule. 
Pending Leiva’s election Bonilla was made 
provisional President, Bogran having been 
accused of treason and thrown into prison. 

The real importance of tho present revolu- 
tion in Honduras isthe probability that it 
will involve all the Centrel American States. 

Ayearagoa Congress composed of dele- 
gates from all the republics in Central 
America met at Tegucigalpa and entered in- 
to an agreement for international peace. 
But nothing came of the convention. The 
only proposition that met with favor was 
that of increasing the standing armies of 
each State. An attache of the Nicaraguan 
Legation here says thatthe standing armies 
of Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Honduras and Sal- 
vador, when massed together, do not exceed 
4,000 men. Guatemala has nominally under 
arms a larger force, but only about two 
thousand men are ordinarily on duty. When 
the military force is so weak revolutionary 
conspiracy is encouraged and there are fre- 
quent outbreaks of civil war. There is not 
one of these countries that is not constantly 
menaced with political disturbance and open 
revolt. When 700 boys in shirt sleeves and 
rag. ed trousers form the military guard of 
the republic,cabals are invariably formed and 
revolutions recur every year, since it is prac- 
ticable for intriguers, with -comparatively 
small financial outlay to muster 
an army equally strong. A good 
deal of what is known as 
treason in Central America would be more 
properly classed as political campaigning. 
An ambitious Cabinet Minister or Parlia- 
mentary debater is anxious to become Presi- 
dent and is baffled by executive disfavor. In 
order to keep himself before the public and 
to demonstrate his growing importance, he 
heads a revolt against the Government. A 
little powder is burned and considerable ex- 
citement is caused. It isa political campaign 
that is opened rather than civil war with all 
its horrors. 

While the chances of revolutionary intrigue 
and civil strife are multiplied under a system 
of feeble and insufficient military organlza - 
tion such as prevails in Central America, the 
horrors of war are materiaily diminished. A 
revolt in one of these republics implies an 
attempt on the part of scheming politicians 
to overthrow the President by arming 300 or 
400 men and taking a standing army of a few 
thousand men by surprise. These revolu- 
tions are not attended with much bloodshed 
and are notto be regarded as very serious 
affairs. 


REVOLUTIONISTS IN HARD LINES. 
MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, March . 9.—News 
just received from Rio Grande do Sul in- 
dicates that the general Government of 
Brazil has finally determined tocrush the 
revolution which the Federals have so long 
carried on in that State. A newspaper cor- 
respondent telegraphs this news and adds 
that the Federals have been defeated at San 
Borja, Pieratyni and other points, losing 
many of their troops and horses. These 
reverses and the failure to secure arms and 
ammunition have demoralized the Federals. 
Their troubles have deen increased by the 
Uruguayan authorities, who have stationed 
troops along the border to prevent the revo- 
lutionists from seeking hiding places in Uru- 
guayan soll. A large body of revolutionists 
who sought to retreat into Uruguay has been 
ordered back. 


CHURCH AND STATE IN HARMONY. 
Oaxaca, Mexito, March 9.—Archbishop 
Gillon of the archiepiscopal diocese of 
Oaxaca, in issuing a formal decree that the 
civil marriage must be made preliminary to 
the church marriage in this diocese, thus re- 
moving the greatest obstacle to harmony 
between church and State which has existed 
in Mexico during the administration of Pres- 
ident Diaz. According to the laws of the 
church inthis country no marriage, unless 
solemnized by an ordained clergyman, is 
valid. Accordingto the laws of the land no 
marriage except the plvil contract is valid.

But the positive refusal of Mr. Parker to 
accept the Republican nomination for 
President of the Council makes a bad 
situation still worse. This throws the 
nomination for President of the Council 
into Filley’s hands, and it seems now that 
the original Filley-Butler arrangement was 
to put it there by having Parker nominated 
in the Republican convention when it was 
known that he would not accept and had 
taken every means in his power to let the 
convention know it. . 

The Republicans may brand Butler’s 
trade-mark on the Democratic Assembly 
ticket and Democrats brand Filley’s trade- 
mark on the Republican ticket, but the 
citizen is blind who does not see that a 
Filley-Butler or Butler-Filley regency of 
the Municipal Assembly has been amply 
provided for by the co-oporative action of 
both party conventions.

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MUSICALE RIGHTS. 


Ladiés who are fond of giving musicales 
will feel grateful to Police Justice Meegan 
for throwing around them and their houses 
at the critical period when the music is in 
full blast the strong protection of the law 
against violent opposition of the neigh- 
bors. He has decided in the interesting 
case of Mrs. Walsh vs. Mrs. Spore, that 
musicale givers have rights, which their 
extremely tortured and provoked neigh- 
bors are bound to respect. 

It seems that Mrs. Walsh gave a musi- 
cale, the effect of which aroused, the 
violent indignation of her next door 
neighbor, Mrs. Spore, who interrupted 
the flow of melody by rapping on the 
separating wall and yelling to Mrs. Walsh 
to shut up that bandbox. This insult- 
ing epithet was doubtless hurled at the 
piano upon which Mrs. Walsh was then 
exhibiting her skill. A warlike parley 
followed, after which Mrs. Walsh defiantly. 
asserted her right to be as musical as she 
pleased in her own house by singing 
**Mottoes on the, Wall.“ This aroused 
Mrs. Spore’s ire to such a pitch of in- 
tensity that she called out the musicale 
and doused it with billingsgate and 
cold water. 

In imposing a fine of $5 and costs upon 
Mrs. Spore it is to be regretted that Police 
Justice Meegan missed a golden opportuni- 
ty to contribute to the immortal decisions 
by defining the scope to de allowed a musi- 
cale in point of the nature, kind, 
quality and amount of voices, in- 
struments and music, and the limits 
of neighborly endurance. There was 
apparently no evidence with regard to 
Mrs. Walsh’s piano or voice or the man- 
ner in which she rendered ‘‘Mottoes on 
the Wall,’’ nor did the Justice intimate 
whether the rendition of Wagner or 
‘*Annie Rooney“ or Iu ra ra Boom de 
ay’’ would be a disturbance juptitying in- 
terference.

MONEY POWER ON THE BENCH. 


Another case of ‘‘protection afforded by 
the courts’’ to railways: in difficulties is 
brought to light by the scorching message 
of Gov. Hogg to the Texas Legislature. 
In this instance a railway capitalized for 
$24,000,000, with a land grant of an area 
greater than the States of Rhode 
Island and Connecticut passed into the 
hands of the court on _ petition 
of the creditors in 1885. In 1888 
the road was sold for $10,000,000, mean- 
while having lost its landed property. 
Since the sale it has remained under con- 
trol of the court, but, strange to say, new 
issues of bonds and stock have béen made 
and rates have been raised to pay interest 
on the water, the Texas Railway Commis- 
sion being restrained from interference 
by the injunction of the federal court in 
charge. And, to make things worse, a 
federal judge ignored a plain and specific 
charge of blackmail preferred against his 
subordinate, the receiver. 

It is a favorite expedient for law-break- 
ers of this sort to find shelter behind the 
bench. A receivership is looked upon as 
affording rich opportunities to do many 
things which could not be done without 
‘“indicial protection.“ In Pennsylvania 
there is the curious spectacle of a federal 
court operating a railway for a syndicate 
of capitalists, who, according to very 
high legal authority have been vio- 
lating the law for two years past, 
and the contracts made unlawfully have 
been confirmed by the court which adopts 
them as its own. The Texas case is less 
conspicuous, but the character of the 
transactions fs essentially the same, and 
many others might be cited in which 
wrong has been consummated and legal- 
ized by grace of the federal courts which 
could not have been accomplished in any 
other way. 

There is something to think about in this 
prostitution of justice to greed, Our 
courts, particularly the federal Judiciary, 
have been the pride of the country and few 
charges have ever been made against their 
integrity. But the events of the past few 
years indicate that the money power is too 
strong on the bench asitisin legislatures 
and executive offices. 


—— 


THE fate of the third party depends 
upon the events of the next four years. 
There is no doubt that in spite of some 
crazy ideas which have found lodgement in 
the Populist brain there is something vital 
and pertinent in the principles of the or- 
ganization, but whether or not these will 
grow and fructify isa question to be de- 
cided by the course of the two great parties 
rather than by the merits of the third. In 
the character of some of its demands the 
People’s party has more affinity with the 
Republicans than with the Democrats. 
They imply strong government, central- 
ization and dependence rather than self- 
help and individualism. Unless the Re- 
publican party develops an unexpected 
vitality under the chastening of adversity, 
as often happens, the really paternalistic 
elements will pass over into the new 
elaimant on public favor while the more 
robust members, the self-reliant indi- 
viduals who believe in true Democracy, 
will find a congenial home with the party 
of Cleveland. There are great opportufhi- 
ties ahead of the Populists, but they de- 
pend quite as much on the vices and 
weaknesses of the Republican party as on 
the virtues of the Populist movement. 


Will the date te of the inauguration is 
under discussion, iet us think a little of 
the crass absurdity of exposing the out- 
going and incoming Presidents and Cab- 
inets, the Supreme Court and the two 
Houses of Cofigress to whatever weather 
chances to prevail on the momentous day. 
The existence of the Government is 
threatendd by such nonsense. It is a 
wonder} that those who took part in the 
ceremonies last Saturday are not all 
fighting pneumonia. Common sense sug- 
gests that the inauguration take place in- 
doors when it rains or snows. The com- 
fort, health and perhaps. ite ot the most 
eminent men in the country should not be 
endangered for the sake of a spectacular 
and barbaric display.

That is a 
dreadful break for one to make who is hand 
and glove with 'the profoundest thinkers 
ofthis and many other ages.’’ True, as 
opposed to mere money, the creature co m- 
forts of life are the real wealth, because we 
cannot eat, wear, sleep upon, livein or use 
for fuel, gold, silver or greenbacks. 

But behind these creature comforts are the 
human muscle and brain. which produce 
them; and behind these again are the cour- 
age, perseverance and enthusiasm which 
make the difference between the faithful 
worker on the one handand the tramp and 
criminal on the other. And still behind all 
these,and without which all ability and effort 
must fail, is the opportunity in every in- 
stance, both to use this mental and physical 
— er and to get from life the food that will 

evelop them. 

This opportunity is the reai wealth of our 
country, and it was this opportunity that our 
Constitution was framed to secure. Also it 
is as true now as ever that Man cannot live 
by bread alone,’’ which means also by work 
alone; and one of the burning ques pee of 
the day must be the subtle relation tween 
vast fortunes atthe top and the sickening 
struggle for existence at the bottom. 

Some of these superfluous dollars might be 
used to add tothe daily wages of thousands 
of workingmen, the few cents that would 
give them a little more elbow roomin which 
to live as becomes the workingmen of a 
mighty republic, and to find out whether the 
inherited spark of divinity really is dead 
within them. Or they might be used to un- 
dersell and drive out of the mad race for a 
living yet more small industries, so increas- 
ing that dreadful mass of humanity that is 
already bankruptinevery quality that goes 
into the making of sturdy character. Hadn’t 
M. D. M. better decide whicao of these two 
courses would take most from the real wealth 
of the country and cease using his doubtful 
strength to champion the cause of the mil- 
ore who surely doesn’t need it, and who

name. At that epoch the camp 
dowagers,’’ asthe group of old aristocratic 
ladies that ruled supreme over social matters 
in the Faubourg St. Germain was then called, 
roseup tn arms against the admission to 
their ranks of the beautiful and wealthy 
young Countess. But the fair bride opposed 
to their disdains a degree of tranquil indiffer- 
ence, which was disconcerting and was not 
to be overcome. And those who tried to 
poke fun at her plebeian origin were 
always compelled to retire discomfited 
and abashed. The ready wit of Mme. de 
Brissac availed, not only to protect her 
against all assaults, but to turn the weapons 
of her assailants against themselves. For 
instance, she was once present at a sotree, 
at which one of her fellow guests was the 
Duke de Praslin, whose father, as may be 
remembered, had murdered his wife some 
twenty years before under circumstances of 
peculiar horror, The young Oountess was 
eating an ice and chanced to let fall a 
portion of it on ber elegant dress. 

Take care, Countess, quoth M. de Praslin, 
who was standing near her, sugar stains.’’ 
Less than blood, Duke, was the lady’s 
response as she calmly effaced the mark 
with her handkerchief. The anecdote got 
noised abroad, and thereafter the noble wits 
of the Faubourg 8t. Germain let Mme. de 
Brissac strictly alone. 

The Count de Brissac died of typhus fever 
during the Franco-Prussian war. The 
young widow lost her father and 
mother in rapid succession 
not a twelve - month later. Thus 
left uncontrolled at the head of a vast for- 
tune, Mme, de Brissac lost no time in con- 
tracting a second union. This’ time she 
married for love, as her first marriage had 
been one of ambition, She became the wife 
of the Viscount de Tredern as soon as her 
mourning was laid aside. She took posses- 
sion ofthe splendid Hotel Say, which had 
been a legacy to her from her father, re- 
christened it Hotel Brissac, and enter- 
tained therein continually and sumptuous- 
ly. Society by one of these odd 
changes of sentiment which are so frequen 
in such cases, adopted the Viscountess de 
Tredern as enthusiastically as it had scorned 
the Countess de Brissac. She has ever since 
been noted as one of the leaders of the high- 
est circles of Parisian society. Her second 
marriage, though one of affection, was not 
happy. The Viscount was avery fast man, 
a sportsman anda spendthrift, so after an 
experience of some ten years of her new 
matrimonial venture, the pair, like the 
Prince and Princess de Gazan, separated 
by mutual consent. I am not certain but 
what the Viscountess has again become a 
widow. But at all events there has never 
ener any question ofa reunion with her hus- 

nd. 

In her youth Mme. de Tredern was exceed - 
ingly pretty. Her mother was celebrated as 
one ofthe reigning beauties at the court of 
Napoleon III. and disputed, in fact, the palm 
of loveliness with the Empress Eugenie. At 
the time of her first marriage Mlle. Say was 
a charming blonde, fresh and fair and 
dimpled. She still retains much of her 
beauty, thanks tothe elaborate and scientific 
process of ‘‘make-up’’ which is generally 
employed by the fading and elderly belles of 
Parisian society. Paint and powder and hair 
dye are called into requisition in the most 
artistic and delicate manner possible, and 
except that Mme. de Tredern’s fair locks 
have turned red in these later years, she still 
presents, in a favorable light, a very good 
reproduction of her youthful charms, 

She has long been noted as one of the 
best amateur singers in Parisian society. 


She hada voice of exceptional beauty, re- } 


markable for its purity and sweetness of tone 
as well as for its extreme flexibility. Mme. 
Carvalho, the prima donna who created the 
role of Marguerite in Gounod’s ‘‘Faust’’ at 
the Theatre Lyrique, and who since she left 
the stage has devoted herself to teaching, 
used to speak of Mme. de Tredern as her best 
pupil. Itiseven said that she sought for 
and obtained some lessons from Christine 
Nilsson, but these I believe were limited to 
advice and hints as to the management of 
her voice. 

In consequence of her talénts as a vocalist, 
Mme. de Tredern is greatly addicted to giv- 
ing musical entertainments, at which she is 
the chief prima donna. Within the last few 
years, however,she has limited her perform- 
ances as a singer to her own house, She was, 
while her voice was in its prime, occasion- 
ally tobe heard at a concert for some noted 
charity, or at some solemn function 
of the church. Now she sings 
only for the delectation of ber 
her intimate friends. I have noticed that 
amateur singers aswell as the great prima 
donne of theiyric theaters are apt to refuse 
to leave the stage even when their voices 
have set them the example. The song of an 
elderly woman may be interesting, but te 
certainly not fascinating. 

Mme. de Tredern’s hotel is one of the most 
beautiful and artistic of the private resi- 
dences of Paris. The great painter, Cabanel, 
was one of the intimate. friends of 
her parents and of i herself, and 
— the exquisite refinements of his taste to 

he arrangement and the furnishing of the 
splendid home. In the grand salon he 
painted, to fill the spaces above the four 
doors, four figures oi Venus, each represent- 
ing one of the four elements. The ceiling of 
this superb room is by Talabert, the subject 
being the four ages. The famous painter, 
Isa bey, was the grand- uncle of the Vis- 
countess, and she possesses two of his mas- 
terpieces in the shapejof the miniature 
portraits of the Empress Josephine and 
Marie Louise. The picture gallery contains 
important paintings by he em Ziem and 
Delacroix among the rn artists, and 
Teniers, Ruysdael and — amongst the 
old masters. Her father’s portrait by 
Flandrin, and that of Mme. Say by Winter- 
halter, are not the least valued of her art

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 9.—The 
House this morning passed the state Uni- 
versity appropriation bill, by a vote of 89 to 
8. This allows the University a quarter of a 
Mifilion dollars for the completion ofthe 
buildings destroyed by fire over a year ago. 
The University appropriation is the special 
hobby of Chairman Rust of the Appropria- 
tion Committee. To secure its passage the 
hardest kind of lobby work was required. 

A long discussion followed on the resolu- 
tion Axing the 17th inst as the day for final 
adjournment, during which the Republicans 
accused the Democratic members of ex- 
travagance, waste of time and general 


stupidity. . 

The general appropriation bill was eon 
sidered at great length in the Commisese of 
the Whole. A well developed kick was 
registered by Jones of Polk County 
on an item ia tue bin for a new 
Piano in the Governor’s Mansion. 
Jones, whoisa Republican from way back, 
said he did not think the State ought to con- 
tribute anything for keepingup the mansion. 
Rust replicd that the Governor would be 
compelled to vacate the mansion 
and rent a three-room cottage if the State 
‘@id not provide means for furniture, repairs 
and contingent expenses, The item was al- 
— 1 stay inthe vill despite Mr. Jones’ 
protest. 

The nate Committee on Cities, Towns 

“and Villages this afternoon agreed to favor- 
ably report the fremen’s pension bill in 
Isely the same shape as it passed the 
ouse. This practically means that the bill 
will be finally passed to-morrow morning. 
ASKING A FAIR-APPROPROPRIATION, 

The St. Louis Board of Health is worked np 
over the decision of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the House Committee on Appropria- 
tion to down the ‘appropriation 
for 8 Louis Insane Asylum 
from $85,000, which was given by the 
last Legislature to 320,000, a reduction 
of $65,000. These appropriations are mace 
fortwo years and the difference to St. Louis 
will be $32,500 per year—a very material re 
duction and one that is considered mani- 
testly unjust to the metropolis of the State 
in view of the fact that it pays more than 
one-third of the taxes of the state and 
bas to care for all the insane 
thatare shipped there from the country.

mittees anathe Assembly that St. Louis is 
entitied to fatrer treatment than the com- 
mittee, beaded by Chairman Rust of

“prepared A statement for 
the cominittee, which shows some interest- 
ing figures. In st. Louis there are 553 people 
in the insane asylum proper, but this does 
not by any means represent the total number 
of insane persons cared for by the city. 
There are, at the present time, 512 incurable 
lunatics and idiots in the insane divi- 
sion of the Poor-house, making the total 
number 1.063.

Louis, and that the city ought to rece.vea 
fair appropriation from the State to assist in 
properly caring for these unfortunates. 

Chairman Rust of the House Committee 
has already declared that if St. Louis will not 
accept $20,000 without a murmur, she will get 
nothingatall. He bases this on the ground 
that the State is not obliged to give the St. 
Louis Asylum a single penny. While there is 
some dispute on this ground, the fact 
remains that it is a common custom for coun- 
ties to unload their insane people on st. 
Louis and that city has to pick them up and 
care for them at the asylum and Poor-house. 
The disposition of the money - givers 
in the Legislature is regarde as 
strange when the fact is brought 
to view thatthe city pays more than 33% per 
cent of the total expenses of running the 
State Government and all the institutions. 

Two years ago when the appropriation of 
$85,000 was obtained through the efforts of 
Representatives Alonzo C. Ohurch and J. B.

Louis and was 
soon convinced that the city asked nothing 
that was unreasonable. The present outfit, 
however, shows a disposition to cut the city 
as iow as possibile in ali appropriations.

THE LAW OF IT. 


An Unborn Heir’sInterest Can Be Fold a 
Bloomington Judge Says. 


BLOOMINGTON, III., March 0,—In the Me- 
Lean Circuit Court Judge Tipton decided that 
the interest of unborn heirs can be legally 
sold and the purchaser be given a perfect 
title. He also decided that the money de- 
rived fromthe saleof the interest must be 
preserved until it was certain who all his 
heirs might be. The question involves a 
principle in law which it is said has never 


before been judicially considered in the 
United States or England. |The question 
at issue was can the interests. of 
unborn *‘remainder men’’ be disposed of. A 
man died dividing a tract of land to his 
brother and the heirs of his body, The widow 
began partition procoedings to have her in- 
terest set aside. It was decided the land 
could not be divided and the only wa 

ive her her interest was to sell the 1 1 
Then arose the question whether the possi- 
ble unborn heirs ofthe brother of deceased 
could be disposed of, as they are not parties 
to the court proceedings. The case will be 
carried tothe Supreme Courtinorder thata 
precedent may be firmly established.

Secretary Carlisle Authorizes a State- 
ment of His Position. 


| HIS POWER TO BE USED MAINTAINING 
GOLD AND SILVER PARITY. 


Chicago Banks Follow the Example of 
Denver and Offer Half a Million of 
the Yellow Metal to Uncle Sam— 
Other Cities Expectsd to Do the 
Same—The Gold Certificates. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 9,—Secretary 
Corlisle this morning authorized the an- 
nouncement that Me would exercise all the 
power aad discretion vested in him to uphold 
the credit of the Government and to maintain 
the parityjof gold and silver, 

This statement was made to brush away 
the endless string of rumors that have gained 
circulation about what he. contemplated 
doing as to maintaining the gold reserve in- 
tact, as to bonds, or as to paying United 
States notes and United States Treasury notes 
in silver, when the free gold was extiausted, 
etc. 

The example of Denver, Colo., in offering 
$1,000,000 in gold yesterday for Treasury 
notes has been followed by Chicago bankers, 
who tq-day offered $500,000 in gold for United 
States notes. Atthe Treasury Department 
it is thought that bankers in other cittes will 
do likewise. There is a feeling of relief as to 
the gold balance at the Treasury, and, unless 
exports of gold on Saturday are unusually 
heavy, of which no information has yet been 
received, thé Treasury Department will have 
ample gold to supply the demand. 


THE GOLD SITUATION. 

New York, March 9.—One hundred and 
fourteen million dollars in gold certificates 
areout. Ofthis enormous sum only $20,000,- 
000 worth, according to the Treasury experts, 
is in actual ‘circulation. The rest ig 
hoarded, According to the reports of 
the national banks they hold 373, 000, 
000 of gold certificates. Statistics are 
not furnished by the State banks, butit isa 
fair estimate that they hold $21,000,000. Itis 
probable that the accumulation of bills by 
some of the bankers represents many large 


‘*special accounts’’ by individuals. Any 
financier may make a collection of the gold 
notes and deposit them tor safety 
with his. bankers, in which case 
no Partieulars are furnished in 
the reports and the amounts are included 
the as d totals ot the bank statements.

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UNJUST LITIGATION. 


A Lawyer's Suggestion for Discouraging 
Suits Which Should Not Be Filed. 


The following communication from Mr. E. 
A. B. Garesche calis attention to a character 
of litigation often seen in the State courts 


and the remedy: 

Permit me to call attention to an evil 
which should by all means. be remedied by 
our Degislature now in session. 

The docket of our courts contain two 
classes of suits whose presence there ought 
to be diccouraged. They are those where 
the plaintiffs ought never to meee sued, be- 
cause there was not a ghost of shadow of 
justice on their side, and thane where 
plaintiffs should never have been compelled 
to sue to recover that which clearly be- 
longed to them. 

It is but justin such cases that the party 
who is manifestly in the wrong and who has 
used the courts for improper pur poses, should 
be compelled to make full amends to the per- 
sonwhom he has put to unnecessary ex- 
pense. 

If, for instance, A owesa note to B of $100 
and interest, and B is com pelle i to sue A for 
the amount, under the present system of 
practice the most that B can recover of 
A would he $100, interest and the costs of 
court, and out ofthis amount B would have 
to pay his attorney a fee of at least $25, leav- 
ing him at a complete loss to that extent. 

The courts, therefore, in this respect, do 
not afford adequate relief to the successful 
litigant. 

In New York the statute gives certain fees 
to the successful lawyer, which must be paid 
to him by the unsuccessful party, because it 
is deemed but just that he who n 
causes litigation should pay the costs whic 
he has compelled by his wrongful acts of 
omission or commission. 

The rule, therefore, which compels the 
party in fault to pay at least a part of the ex- 
pense which he has compelled the party who 
suffered wrong to incur, in order to recover 
his rights, is but just and consistent with 
sound policy. 

On the other hand the law which exempts- 
a man from paying anything of the unneces- 
sary expense which he has compelled the 
injured party to incur, encourages vexa 
tious litigation. Under our present system 
of practice persons having just causes of 
action prefer in many cases to compromise 
them at a loss rather than to insist upon the 
full measure of theirright. 

I noticed’ that a bill has been introduced in 
the Legislature of IIIlinols, providing that 
when any final decree or judgment is ren- 
dered, ifthe Court finds the action prose- 
cuted or the defense set up is frivolous, he 
may award the successful party a reasonable 
sum as attorney’s fees; that when a final de- 
cree or judgment is rendered by default the 
Judge may in his discretion award the suc- 
cessful party a reasonable sum as attorney’s 
fees, and that ifany dilatory motion Is over- 
ruled, stricken out or withdrawn, the Judge 
if he finds it frivolous may awardthe success- 
she party a reasonable sum for legal ser- 
vices. 

I think, however, that it might be well to 
limit the discretion of the judge, as is done 
in New York, by providing that the amount 
allowed by him shall not exceed a certain 
} percentage of the sum or the value of the 
1 thing sued for. But while the Illiinots bill ts 
weak in this regard, I think that the princi- 
ple is sound. 

If a man brings a sult which is clearly 
unjust, why should he not suffer for it? 

If dilatory motions are made on behalf of 
a suifor for no other purpose than to gain 
time and wear out his antagonist, why should 
he not pay for it? 

Take, for instance, the case of a debtor, 
who, though perfectly able to pay, refuses 
out of sheer malice todoso. The sum isa 
small one, and the creditor sues before a 
Justice of the Peace and recovers judgment. 

The defendant appeals to the Circuit 
Court at py in order to give his creditor all 
the trouble he can. Defeated there after a 
year or so delay, he carries the case to the 
Appellate Court. 

He congratulates himself that, even if he 
does have to pay the debt, he will make it 
dear business tor the plaintiff. These cases 
are frequent. 

Lawyers will recognize them as cases where 
stubborn clients say even though the law Is 
against me I will fight the case as a matter of 
principle, and make it cost my adversary the 
amount of the claim before I will pay it.“ 
There is no justice iu this. It is simply a flat 
deniai uf justice. 

For these I think 
the matter ought to be remedied with- 
out delay, and I ask your co-operation in that 
behalf.
